Weighing Tons 
Will be Moved. 


Two big palm trees, whose age !s 
conservatively estimated at fifty 
years, are to be removed from their 
present location on the site of the 
new Brownstein-Louls Building at 
Eighth and Figueroa streets to the 
grounds of the California Hotel, ac- 
cording to an announcement made 
yesterday by Myron Hunt, archi- 
tect for the hotel. An interesting 
history centerg about these trees. 
They were planted in 1873 from 
seed by O. W. Childs, who was then 
one of the most prominent bankers 
and business men in Los Angeles. 
Later they were sold to J. G

HOSPITAL TO ARISE HERE. 


West Sixth Street 


Site is Purchased 


for a Fine Structure, Work 
. fo be Started Soon. 


Plans were announced yesterday 
for the construction here immediate- 
ly of a new and thoroughly modern 
150-bed hospital by the Trinity Hos- 
pital of California, which was incor-| 
porated for this purpose last March. 
A site for the new building at the 
northeast corner of Sixth and Bonnie 
Brae has been purchased, through 
Kells and Grant, realtors, and plans 
for the structure have been prepared 
by Architects W. C. Pennell and Gor- 
don H. Nevatt. Construction of the 
new hospital will be started immedi- 
ately, it is onnounced, and it is 


hoped to have the building ready for 
eccupation early next summer. 

The central building. of class A re- 
inforced concrete construction, 1560 
by 100 feet, will face on Sixth street. 
This building is to be four atories in 
height, with wings on each side of 
three stories each. The building will 
be built so as to permit the addition 
of two more stories as the needs of 
the institution expand. The exterior 
of the structure will be finished in 
Plaster, terra cotta and tile, while the 
design of the building will follow the 
Spanish Renaissance style. The 
nurses’ home and the boiler rooms 
containing the heating nt and 
machinery, will be placed in separat2 
buildings to “be erected at the rear 
of the main structure. 

It ie the pla® of the company to 
develop an institution where every 
facility for the care and cure of the 
sick will be available. A specia 
effort will be made to fit up rooms 
with all essential fixtures and 
paratus for the care and treatment of 
deformities. A feature will also be 


made of the roof garden for the use 
of convalescent patients.

TENDENCIES IN TRACTOR DESIGN - 
AS REVEALED AT NATIONAL SHOW. 


BY MARVIN H. LOOMIS. 


Ts Los Angeles Tractor Show, nation-; tors exhibited were the subject of the great- 


ally recognized as the official American 

tractor show for the fall of 1920, re 
vealed the inclination of tractor implement 
and farm equipment manufacturets to fit 
their output more closely to special farm- 
ing conditions under varying degrees of 
temperature and classifications of soil and 
moisture. 

At the outset, it strikes the observer that 
there is a tendency to make more small 
tractors. There is no question about this. 
The large number of garden type machines, 
and the number of lighter models put out by 
makers of the heavier types of tractors re 
veals the fact that there is more of a de- 
mand for tractors that will pull two plows 
than for those which will pull four or more. 
It is true, the makers of two heavy crawler 
type tractors did not exhibit. This, how- 
ever, was not because there is not still a 
great demand for the machines that go over 
large areas in a day, but because the dis- 
tributors did not believe that results of a 
“still” show would justify the expense en- 
tailed in exhibiting their heavy types of 
tractors. 

Perhaps it is because the large tracts of 
land in California are being broken up into 
smaller pleces, and the forty to eighty-acre 
ranches near Los Angeles are being sold off 
into two, three, five and ten-acre tracts, that 
there were so many smali-type machines 
specially adapted to small acreage shown at 
the national event.

Another striking tendency revealed at 
the show is the desire of tractor manufac- 
turers (to put out motor cultivators for use 
im tilling the bean and cotton crops of the 
Southwest. There is unquestionably a de- 
mand for a light machine, incapable of do- 
ing heavy plowing, but which can cultivate 
several rows at a time, and get between the 
rows at such a height and distance as not 
to injure the plants. The problem of culti- 
vating the cotton crop has been a 
one for the farmers of the Southwestern 
desert valleys. Their help is disinclined to 
get out in the hot sun behind a slow-coing 
team and cultivate. The hot weather it, 
cotton cultivating time, too, kills mary 
horses in the interior valleys, but the tractor 
is even more efficient in hot weather than 
in cold, and the motor cultivator fills a long- 
feit want in this direction. 

There is much more attention being paid 
to machines which have a wide range of 
adaptability to all crops. There were six 
types of tractors at the show whi.a had 
wheels which permit of extension to it row 
crop widths.

The management of the Los Angeles Live- 
Stock Show is to be congratulated upon its 
selection of livestock judges for the big 
event which is now in full swing at Expo- 
sition Park. in a livestock show of such 
magnitude it is not easy to obtain the serv- 
ices of men who are absolutely capable of 
passing on the various breeds and classes 
of pure-bred stock, and we are extremely 
fortunate this year in having judges with 
national reputations to name the winners. 

Holstein and Guernsey cattle and Duroc- 
Jersey hogs will be judged by no less an 
| authority than H. H. Kildee, professor of 
| animal husbandry at the lowa State Col- 
| lege. Perhaps no judge has ever given 

greater satisfaction in the ring than has 
| Prof. Kildee. The writer can truthfully say 
from his observations of Prof. Kildee’s work 
in the classroom and in student judging 
work that he is both accurate and consist- 
ent in his judgment and rapid in his deci- 
sions, a combination that is somewhat rare 
and which can only be attained by one 
having a thorough knowledge of breed type. 
Prof. Kildee is a lover of fine stock and a

During this so-called marbling process the 
tiny fat globules are interspersed through- 
out the lean meat and it is this mixture of 
fat and lean in the right proportions which 
makes these choice cuts so juicy and ten- 
der. A slice or cross section from beef of 
this class has the appearance of marble 
and for this reason such quality of meat is 
termed marble beef. 

Another great advantage to be gained by 
producing beef from this type of animal is 
the higher dressing percentage obtained. 
The scrub or grade beef animal will dress 
out poorly because of the fact that it is 
rough throughout, coarse-boned and liack- 
ing in quality. The pure-bred generally has 
& more pliable skin, which indicates a good 
constitution and this, of course, makes it 
a better feeder and capable of producing a 
better finish. The pure-bred also possesses 
a superior conformation, being generally a 
lowset animal, broad and deep, and pre- 
sents a surface which can be filled up with 
valuable cuts of meat, which naturally make 
such an animal dress out a higher percent.

Some white may 
show at times on the floor of the body, but 
the breed is generally designated as being 
solid black. In general conformation, the 
Aberdeen Angus breed ig quite typical of the 
desired beef form. The body is somewhat 
more cylindrical than that of the Shorthorn 
or Hereford. In quality and dressing per- 
centage the breed ranks very high and has 
been very popular from the packer’s stand- 
point tor this reason. 

In conformation, the Aberdeen Angus is 
very compact, low set and the breed boasts 
a very strong constitution. In disposition he 
is inclined to be nervous and when turned 
out on the range ofttimes gets very wild. 
The Aberdeen Angus has been especially 
popular in the feed lot where he will put on 
cheap gains. The meat-producing ability as 
well as the quality of the meat itself has 
done much to make this breed popular.

THE JERSEY BREED. 

The Jersey breed is quite similar to the 
Guernsey, having been developed from the 
same parent stock, but on the Island of Jer- 
sey, the largest of the Channe! Islands. Since 
1779 no eattle have been imported to the 
island except for immediate slaughter, which 
has resulted in the breed being established 
The Jersey and Guern- 
sey breeds have been developed under simi- 
lar conditions.

ACTION OF SULPHURIC 
ACID BEING STUDIED. 


- PORTERVILLE.—C. F. Kinman of the 


Bureau of Plant Industry, Office of Horti- 
culture and Pomological Investigation, and 
Macy H. Lapman of the Bureau of Soil 
work were in Lindsay recently, investigating 
experiments with sulphuric acid, conducted 
by Dr. P. A. Boncquet, Tulare county plant 
pathologist. Accompanied by Dr. Boncquet 
they visited the ranch of Dr. Root near 
Lindsay. Deep fall plowing and sulphuric 
acid have been used with great advantage 
in this district. 

Mr. Kinman expressed great satisfaction 
with apparent results of the experiments. 
He recognized Dr. Boncquet as a pioneer 
in the study of the colloids of the soil. He 
says of the work: 

“We have always admitted the existence 
of plow-pan and the puddling of the soil, 
but we have never investigated the factors 
which actually do the cementing. Dr. 
Boncquet’s ideas are a new departure and 
from a scientific point of view are the be 
sinning of a new study in soils. To the 
chemist the dilute sulphuric acid as applied 
hardly could be considered as strictly a 
chemical factor for changing the soil. But 
the facts are there the . results are 
there. We have only to conclude that we 
do not know how the thing is done in the

“better babies.” Let us see. 

The babies who take prizes at these con- 
tests are not necessarily the most healthy. 
On the contrary. 

Insurance actuaries, in convention, have 
stated that tables of body weights are 10. 
per cent too high. Fifteen per cent would 
be nearer the mark. The same is true of in- 
fants—specialiy of infants fed on pasteur- 
ized or sterilized milk, or starchy foods. 
that starve the nerves, while creating puffy 
fiesh and fat. Such infants fall a ready 
prey to “children’s ailments.” 


‘A great majority of infants are cursed 
before birth with abnormal appetites. This 
is because of the superstition—abetted by 
medical men—that the mother must “eat for 
two,” ignoring the fact that the weight of 
the foetus and the after-birth, distributed 
over nine months, does not average more 
than half an ounce per day. This is why 
mothers have painful, and sometimes fatal, 
deliveries. This is why infants are some 
times still born. 


Then the infant is invariably fed too 
much and too often. When it cries, be- 
cause its stomach ts irritated by undigested 
curds, or it is thirsty, it is clasped to the 
breast or bottle, and fed more, instead of 
beng given pure soft water, with a little 
fresh fruit juice. 

That is why 300,000 children, under one 
year of age, die every year in the United 
States, and over 400,000 die under ten years 
of age. 

After weaning, the child is overfed on 
starches and sweets, that cause an acid, 
catarrhal condition of the blood, which leads 
to enlarg, d tonsils, adenoids and other “in- 
fantil ail, .ents.” all of which are avoid- 
able. Ther comes harmful surgery, the 
catise not being removed. Thus is the foun- 
dation fully laid for a life of chronic il. 
ness. 

Tt is difficult to teach people to treat their 
babies properly, because nearly all the in- 
formation on the subject is so erroneous. 
A healthy Saby should not weigh to exceed 
six, or at the most, seven pounds, at birth. 
Five povcnds would be better. 

The late Thomas Powell, M.D., has writ- 
ten: 

~ “T have Gemenctrated. by actual experi- 
meat, that during the first three months of 
its life, a baby of average size at birth 
will not only thrive, but be healthy, con- 
tented and happy, on four meals a day— 
three hours apart and nothing duriag the 
night—composed of cow's milk, from which 
the cream has been removed, and an equal 
quantity of pure water: that during the 
next three months one-third water and two- 
_ thirds milk are the proper proportions; that 
during the remainder of the first year one- 
fourth water and three-fourths milk are suf- 
ficient, and that at the end of the year, or 
about the time for it to begin teething and 
walking, undiluted nifilk is sufficient. — 

“A babe thus fed sleeps all night, is never 
sick, and is as playful as a kitten. Every 
legitimate evidence of health and prosperity 
ls exhibited. That illegitimate, thoigh com- 
monly accepted evidence of physical well- 
being. which consists of a large accumula- 
tion of fat, is practically absent, as it cer- 
tainly should be.” 

If the “better baby” movement included 
intelligent advice on the feeding of mother 
and child, its existence would be justified. 
This, however, is net the object. Like 
Plysical examinations in schools, it is part 
of the nation-wide plan of the dominant 
school of medicine to obtain control of the 
bodies -of the younger generation. This
